ning the new route, 
Application for the 
estab­ 
lishment of route No, 7 out of 
Santa Ana has been consid­ 
ered, 
and 
its establishment 
now only 
awaits 
assurance 
from the postmaster that there 
are the necessary number of 
families, 


The above is the first news received 
here of the disposition by the post- 
office department of the petitions for 
rural routes out of Huntington Beach. 
Huntington Beach petitioned for two 
routes, and according to the 
Times 
dispatch the department has decided 
to establish one route. 
This route 
w ill serve territory that has 
never 
had rural delivery Bervice and 
w ill 
serve some territory that has been 
served from Santa Ana. 
The official 
orders concerning the changes have 
not yet arrived at the Santa Ana of­ 
fice, and It Is not known there exact­ 
ly where the new route out of Hunt­ 
ington Beach w ill run. 
Some changes
